Fargo,

1.—That 
the 
North Dakota state hail insurance law 
is no more valid than the state b ond­ 
ing measure appears to b e the con­ 
sensus of opinion among the attor­ 
neys of the state. 
This is emphasized 
b y the recent decision of the state 
supreme court in which the b onding 
measure was declared unconstitution­ 
al. 
Along various lines the laws are so 
generally alike that there appears to 
b e no doub t ab out the unconstitutlon- 
alitv of the hail measure.
